Police, Fire 
and Water in 
New Network

When installations of new ra­ 
dio transmitting and receiving 
sets are completed within thi 
next 10 days, the Torrance po­ 
lice, fire, and water departments 
will be linked together by radio 
to afford better protection and 
service to the residents of Tor­ 
rance Chief of Police -John 
Stroll revealed yesterday.

Purchased at a cost of ap­ 
proximately $5(100, the new 
equipment consists of four re­ 
ceivers for the fire depart­ 
ment, including one in the 
truck at Walteriu, five sets 
for use in prowl cars, and one 
set in the water department's 
emergency truck. 
Installation of the new equip­ 

ment, was made necessary by a 
recent ruling of the Federal 
Communications Commis­ 
sion which removed all police 
radio stations from the lower 
frequency band used at the 
present time. Heavy military 
traffic on the lower frequency 
necessitated the change to a 
higher frequency, which Is be­ 
yond the range of most home 
radios.

With the change from AM 
to 1'H a radio link also will 
lie established between Re- 
dondo, ICI Segundo, Hcrmosa, 
and Manhattan Beach that will 
greatly facilitate the handling 
of emergency calls between 
the four bay-area cities. 
Los Angeles police calls, which 

are broadcast over a much lower 
frequency, will remain within 
the receiving band of most home 
radios.
